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Applicants argue that the present composition is not made obvious by Oshlack because Oshlack does not teach any of the components of 
the instant claim 1. Applicants argue that neither reference teach an enteric coated formulation. Applicaants argue that neither reference 
teaches the present composition in which when it is contacted with water, a matrix is formed which is too viscous to be injected via a 
hypodermic needle. 

In response to the above arguments and as discussed in the Oshlack et al. reference, Oshlack et al. teaches dosage forms comprised of 
an opiate, an opiate antagonist and a hydrocolloid containing excipient. Further, Oshlack et al. teaches that the composition further 
contains excipients such as starch, starch derivatives, lactose, xanthan gum, locus bean gum, microcrystalline cellulose, alginates and 
dicalcium phosphate as discussed in the rejection. Therefore, Oshlack et al. does teach the components of the present composition. 
Further, Oshlack et al. teach coated beads and also teaches the gelling agents in the composition impart a gel-like quality to the dosage 
form if it is tampered with and prevent abuse of the dosage form by minimizing absorption and will be unsuitable injection if contacted with 
water. Therefore, it is deemed that the invention is obvious over the prior art and the rejection is maintained. 
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
